CHIEF ENGINEER RESIGNS. 


Mr. J. W. Griffith, Engineer-in-Chief, wrote 
resigning his position, as he found himself un- 
able to concur with the policy formulated by 
the Special Expenditure Committee, and so far 
confirmed by the Board. He referred especially 
to the recent minutes made and rushed through 
the Board as to the responsibility for the up- 
keep of the Board's property; the reductions 
made in wages and allowances to men employed 
in the maintenance of the dredging plant and 
works; the curtailment of the dredging itself 
and the interfer- 
ence with the works management of the En- 
gineer’s Department. As he considered that the 
changes made must prove injurious to the main- 
tenance and future welfare of the port he felt 
he could not see his way to be responsible any 
|| longer for the efficient maintenance of the 
Board's works and plant, and, therefore, he 
asked the Board to make arrangements as soon 

BP ey oe to allow him to retire. 

Chairman thought that as the matter 
entirely dealt with the action of the Special 
Expenditure Committee the letter should be re- 
ferred to that Committee. 

The Lord Mayor moved that Mr. Griffith be 
asked to withdraw his resignation. 

Mr. O’Beirne seconded the motion, and hoped 
that the little dignity which the Board had 
would not be taken from it by referring. the 
matter to that shocking committee, the Special 
Expenditure Committee 

Alderman Moran also objected to the letter 
being sent to that committee. The people who 
killed the patient should not hold i he post- 
mortem. 

Mr, Hewat suggested that the matter be re- 
ferred to a committee of the whole house. 

The Lord Mayor withdrew his motion, and 
Mr. Hewat's suggestion was unanimously 
adopted.

RESIGNATION OF SIR JOHN GRIFFITH. 


Sir John Griffith wrote :—“ After careful con- 
sideration I have decided to resign my position 
as a member of the Dublin Port and Docks 
Board. The reason I do so is because I am 
entirely opposed to the policy of the Special 
Expenditure Committee, which has so far been 
adopted by a majority of the Board. I believe 
it will prove injurious to the harbour, and it is, 
therefore, necessary that I should dissociate 
myself from it. Nearly four months have been 
spent by this committee in various investiga- 
tions resulting in sundry recommendations, 
which, as far as I can see, wil) not witivate the 
financial stress of the Board, but will in many 
ways interfere with the economical and efficient 
management of the port. The chief aim seams 
to have been to divert attention from the real 
causes of the Board's financial embarrassment 
and try to throw the blame on the Board's 
officers. During a long and somewhat wide ex- 
perience I have never met with a more dis- 
creditable procedure. The Board’s difficulties 
are not due to excessive expenditure on works 

improvement or maintenance, nor to 
strikes or war conditions, but to a disregard of 
some of the elementary principles of public 
finance. It will, of course, be said that the 
Board are taking steps to set their house in 
order by raising the harbour rates and dues to 
their statutory maximum, but this should not 
have been necessary, and. un this is accom- 
anied by a financial policy to curtail! expendi- 
ure on interest and to build up adequate re. 
serves for the repayment of loans and the re. 
newal of plant, machinery, and works, I see no 
prospect of improvement.”’ 

Sir James Murphy moved that Sir John 
Griffith be requested to withdraw his resigna. 
tion. Though" he did net agree with Sir John, 

ised that inside criticism was useful. 

Mr. McCormick seconded the motion: It 
would be a great loss if Sir John Griffith retired 
from the Board. 

Mr. O’ Beirne supported the motion . It would 
be a calamity if a man like Sir John Grifith 
ceased to be a member of the Board. 

The motion was unanimously adopted.
